And here l give the Readey to underſtand, That the Chronology doth 
greatly Giiter, according as Men follow the Grecian Account, that is 
grounded upon the Septuagit, or the Hebrew. 4 

1 ke Grecan Church did follow the Sepraagint, and fo did ſome of 
the Latine Church, as Sulpitins Severus, who makes it above 5010 years 
and wanting but about 509 of 6500 Years from Alam unto the Come 
ing of Chrilt, &ut the Septuag;ns Bible being but a Traullation, is not 
of ſo unqueſtioned Anthority as the 22:brew, eſpecially as to the Ch 0« 
nology, or where it differeth from the Hebrew in other things. 

1 he Larwre Church did moſtly follow the Account of the Hebrew, & 
ſo do molt Chriſtian: at this day, as being the moſt probable, yer they ' 
greatly dilter as to the jult and precite Number of Years, but agreeing 
alolt in the General, That the Nambver of Years from A4am unto : 
the Death & Reſucrettion of Chit, is near about 4000. few making 
it more, but moſt of them making ic ſome-what leſs. 

I (hall divide the whole rime of the World from Azamunto the 
Death and ReſurreCtion of Chriſt, into fix Periods, and incve y Pe. iod 
I ſhall follow the Scripture Account, according tothe Hebrew, to far as 
hath been poſſible for meto attain it 3 and where any Period is not o - 
clear as might be deſired, I ſhall not be altogether poutive, but leave 
th: Reader to make the beſt choice he can, without umpoling on him. 


The Firſt Priod is from Adam unto the Flood of Noah, and by the 
H:brew Account is 1656. Years, according Uo Gereſss, cop. 5. 

From Adam to Seth 130 Years, From Seth to Enos 105. From Enos 
to Cainan go, From Cainan to Mahalakel 70.

Nor 
need it ſtumble or offend any, to ſuppoſe the Hbrew Account to wait 
this one Geer .ition of Ciran, h ving "en lolt at ore timeor anther 
in the tranjc i\irg out of the £7 brew, tince it is made up by another 
part ol the Scrij-cure, as in Erie, cap. 3. 

Some may be ready to Object, Why 1 alledge, That from Terah to 
Abraham are 1 30 Tears, ſcemmg it 15 ſa, Gen. 11. 26, and Terah lived 
70 Tears, and begort Abr:zham, Nahor aud Haran. To which 1 Anjw- 
That though Aora44m be firit mentioned, it doth not appear that he 
was Lie firſt born yz and that Abrahim was born when Terih was 130 

ears, is clear from Gen, 12. for when Abraham was 75 years of Age, 
he departed out of Harer after his Fathers Death, who dyed at the 
Ape of 205 years (compare Ger, 12, 4. & cap. 11.32. with A: 7.4.)

the te of the Church from Davids time, when he became King over 
all /r«c{, to the tune that the Church was called out of Egyptian Dark. 
neſs, both of ds generate Fudaz/m & grols Heather iſm, by the Miniſtry 
of Chrilt and his Apoſtles, and other theit faithfull Succeſſors, untill 
the year alter Chitlts Relurrection & Aſcention 333- after which time 
ſhe brgan to make her firit ſtep into the Wildernels, even as the Chil. 
dren of Jjracl, after thcir great Deliverance by Aﬀoſes at the Both year 
of his Age, did go unto the Wilderneſs for the ipace of 4o years, ſo the 
Church, after this great Leliverance by Chritt 2nd his Apoltles, Cc, 
gocth into tac Wiluernels for the ſpace of 40 myſtical Years, which 
are 1333 common years, and reach to the year 16©6. The thud 
40 years of Aoſes Lite reſpects the ttate of the Church during her 
abode in the Wilderneſs, and the firit Itep of her egricts, each Perivd 
conlilting of 1333 years, making in all 400 years from A's Hood, 
to the time that the Church maketh ivr firit ttcp court of the Wilder- 
neſs, to winch it we add the 9o years of the Chur ches gieat Peace, and 
Baby/ons Captivity and Dctolation, under the pouring out of clic /eren 
Vials, and 3 ycars and a half tor the Perſonal Anti-chiitt his Reign, the 
whole ſhall be 5749 troin Adam to the begining of the 1000 Years, 
wanting only a 1mnal part ot ten years, the occalion of which defect 
may pGfhbl; be, that being a ſmall Nuwmber it Is not regarded, when 
the Analozies 0! Numbers arc roundl, col ide1ed, or rather poſlibly, 
a$i5 probable, the full Number of Years frum Alam to t he Flood is 
really 1 066. aliho? by oOUr COMmen reckoning Wc make up but 1656, 
becavic pcflivly the odd Diys, Weeks or Moneths that are 10t mention= 
cd over ard above the Years 11 the Gene ologies from Adam to Noab, 
might make up the odd ten years; tor Noa, being the tenth Genera- 
tiou from Adam, it in every Generatiou we allow the years of cach to 
be pertcCt years, and not current years, and that cach had ſo many odd 
Cays, weeks or moneths, over the perfeQt years, withal allowing one 
year to the Flood it ſelf, before the Earth was perfetly dryed and made 
bi for FHabitation, it may calily be conceived, without any Areign, _ 
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the Number of years from A4am to the Flood, including the time of 
the Flood it ſelf, might be 1665. But then, to make the Chronology 
of the World to agree in all its parts, and be in Harmony with the 
whole, and exa&ly to correſpond with the general Analogies, we may 
Cappole ir as poſlible, that in the following Geneologies the years may 
be reckoned not perfet and compleat years, but current, each Geneo- 
logy wanting ſome odd days, weeks or moneths, to make the years 
pertect years ; and thus it may be allowed, that the ten years added to 
the Period from Adam to the Flood,to make them 1666. may be taken 
away from the Periods following ; and yet the whole ſhall remain, as 
given in the particular Chronology, And ſeeing it cannot be rationally 
ſippoſed that the years of mens Age, when they began to have Chil- 
dren born unto them, were preciicly perfect years, but rather either 
emrcnt, or ſome odd days, weeks or months over and above, we may 
the! efore give ome grains of allowance for ſuch a ſmail Number of 
years a5 ten, that may be either added ro or fabſtratted trom certain 
Periods, that the general ard particular Chronology may the better 
agrce ; by the General, I mean chat which is found ont by Analogies, 
and Myſtical Numbers, as 15 above deſcribed, having proved by tuch 
Analo, 1:3 of Nambers, that Chriſt behoved to come and taffer Death, 
ard rite a%41in, in the cloſe or ending of the fourth Millerninum, and not 
i" th. fifth or lixt”, as ſome have 1m igined, following the Sepeuagine 
T: a 1}-tion, which tlzough fome mittake, widely differs from the 
H. brew. 

Now whether the Years fran Alam to the Floood he reckoned, as 
eommon'y, 1657. or 1666. 1t maketh no Error inthe general Sum, 
ſeeing if we add ten yeors to the firſt Period, we ſubltratt it from the 
following Periods. Bclide, for a further evidence that it is very 
probable the ſaid ten years m2y be lolt in the odd Dayes, Weeks or 
Months not (et down in Gen.5. obſerye,that the beltChronologers ſay, 
that' Diinyſm Exigunas, the Roman Abbot, who began the Chr ian 
Epocha, by the ommillion of ſome odd Days, Weeks and Months, i 
the Reigns of the Emperors, from Chriſts Birth to his time, which 
was 609 years, loſt divers years, ſome ſay 2, others ſay 3, Biſhop 
Uſber faith 4, and another Author faith 5, which makes our vulgar 
Accomnt fail ſhort of the the true Account by ſome years ; The like Ex- 
ample we have in our Engliſh 'Hiſt>ry, concerning the Reigns of ſome 
ef the Kings and Queens of o_ ; for from &. Henry the 8th to 
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King Charles the 1ſt, incluſive, it is 1 37 perfect years, but the odd 
Months and Days make it three years more, in all 149. within the ſhort 
ſpace of 140 years; how ealie then 1s it to allow ten years to be lolt in 
1666? Now if for the probable Reaſons above given, we may allow 
detwixt Aram and the Flood the Number of 1666 years, (by the ad- 
Uiczou gt ion years over the vulgar Account) it will not only well 
ſuit to the Anulogy of 479/15 Years, coinparcd with the years from the 
-i.o tO the Cliuches coming our of the Wiidernels, but 1t will won 
det fully tuit with the time tiom Chiiits Reſurrection, to the time of 
the Ghurches Reltoration,containizip the ſame Number of 1656 years ; 
for as the World was, as it, were, renewed and reſtored again by Noah, 
Atucr 1666 years from 444m, tothe World ſhali be again reftored and 
renewed by Chrilt, 1656 ycars after his Retmrefion. And as the 
Flood. of Waters came upon the Ungodly ard deſtroyed them at the 
year 1656 from Adam, fo it miy be expected that though nor a flood 
of matereal Waters, yer a Fioou of Judginents will be poure.! forth 
upon the Ungodly and Impenitent at the: year 16c6 from Chills Re- 
ſurrection- Aud as Noa was preterved {ate in. the Ark» Uurirg the 
time ct the Detnge of Waters, at 1666 from Adam, ſo the Saints and 
true Believers ſhail be preſerved ſafe in Chriſt, from the deluge of thoſe 
fearful Judgments that arc to come upon the World of the Ungoudly, 
and ſhali begiuu about that very year 1666 fi om Chriſts Re! urrecitionzto 
be poured torth. 

And thus in another Method, differing from the former in ſ-me par. 
ticular Periods, yet agreeing in the lum Total, 1 ſhall in thus Table 
delcribe the ſeveral Per ods of the Worlds Age.

6.3, God ſaying, Mans day: ſhall be 120 
years, wherein hs Spsrit ſhould ſtrroe in M.n, do reſpect the aid 4000 
years from the flood of NVoav tothe Churches Return out of the Wil- 
dz:ineſs; for during all that time,after the world was re-peopled,after 
the Flood, the Spirit of God hath itrived in Man to reſtore him, but 
hath little prevailed in the general ; nevertheleſs, at the Churches Re- 
{toration, the Spirit of Gad wil mightily prevail in Men for their 
Reſtoration. But whereas fone underitand that tiacle 1 20 years, men- 
tioned Gen.6.3,. do only relate to that precite Namber of years where- 
in the long-ſuitering of God was to wait upon men, that they might 
Repent , thi» hath no ground trom criptute; as if. tne Patience and 
Long-1utering oft God were conhacd within that ſhort {pace of Time ;; 
for Gods lovg- faff. ring did extend to them for ſome hundreds of years 
before the deluge: came. bur if they reter 1t ro the time when A046 
was 5oo years old, mentioned £0, 5. 32. unti the tlood came, that 
ſpace cuntaineth on'y 109 }, cars, for Aoa-entred lato the Atk when he 
was 600 years O.d. Uthers with as little realon underitand theſe 1 20 
years A hc commonAge of Mans Life after the tlood, but men generally 
aſtcr the ilood, for a long time, live much longer, and I find not the 
Age of any Van but Aves to be 129 years.

The Fiſt is che Church of Epheſus, her Interval ext<nveth frem 
Chriſts Reſurreftion and Aſcention, to the year 333+ She i> h'ained in 
nothing bur for ker Decay and Recmiſneſs in her firit 1 ove, for which 
ſhe is ſeverely threatned ; and to which the Name Epre/us doth veil 
anſwer, which lignifieth cither deſirable and lovely, as ſhe was at her 
beginning, or remſſive and decaying, as ſhe was in the latter part of her 
laterval; however ſhe retained the purity of DoCtrine, and earnettly 
withſtood the Hereſies that began to ariſc in thit Interval.

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The ſeven Seals feem alſ5 to lignifie certain Tnteryals of Time from 
Chriſts Reſurreftionto 2000 years, and as it feemeth n1nto' me the tix 
Seals reach from Chrilts RejurreCtionunto 2006-years; divided into fix 
equal parts, and the ſeventh Seal ſeemeth to be a Synochriſm with the 
fixth; Agcording to which the Intervals of the firſt ſix Seals are as fol- 
lowerh, viz. 

The firſt Seal reacheth from Chrifts Reſurrefion to the year 3343. 
at the opening of which Scal John ſaid, he heard a Voice ſay, Come and 
ſer, and be ſaw a White Horſe, and le that fate on bim had a Bow, and he 
went forth Conguerins and 19 Congquor ; the Rider is Jeſus Chri ſt, and the 
White Horſe, his Minilters, and the Bow in his right hand, the Power 
of his heavenly DoCtrine, which mightily prevailed for 333 years. 

At the opening of the ſecond Scal there went forth a Red Horſe, and 
a great Sword was given to him, «which ſignifieth Soldiers & Captains 
ot Armics, railing great Wars in the World, ro the great effution of 
Blood, which happened all over the Xoman Empire, as 1s clear from 

Hiſtory, from the vear 323 to 666. 

At the opening of the 3d $241, lo, « Black Horſe rpearel, and be that 
fatt\onhim had « parr of baitancesin bish.mmd;, Is riot grievous Famine 
ſignified hereby, and4hat both natural and ſpiritual? both which came 
to paſs in this Interval, viz. from 666 to 1609.

And why'did they focar- 
neltly delire, [ hat God would avenge their Blood on them who at thas Fime 
were to dwell upon the Earth ? was it betauſe the Juſtice of Go is glori- 
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fed in taking Vengeance on the Wicked, even 2s his Mercy is gtorified! 
in ſhowing favour unto the Godly ? but was it not alfo becauſe they 
did know that the time when God would avenge their Blood on them 
who were to dwell on the Earth, thould alſo be joyned with the time 
when they ſhould receive the Reward of the hundred folds, which 
Chriſt promiſed them at thc firit Reſurreftion, or living again in the 
1000 Years?
